Abercarne colliery is the property of 
the Ebbw Vale Steel, Iron and “Coal 
Company, one of the largest in South 
Wales. The pit in 330 yards deep, 
one of the largest and best worked in 
the district, yielding « thousand tons of 
steam coal daily. machinery was 
of the best kind ; the use of the safety 
lamp was rigidly enforced, and the

Three detonations were heard. The 
ftameworks and castings of the pit were 
thrown three hundred feet above the 
motith of the shaft. The colliery em- 
loys upwards of 4 thousand hands, 

hree hundred and seventy-three taking 
their turn, went down at eleven in the 
morning, and twenty-one came up at 
noon. At 12:10 4 loud rumbling was 
heard, followed by a flash of flame from 
the pit’s mouth, and a column of amoke, 
dust, and debris Secemding.
